One day over thirty years ago, as our 


ship, the Three Partners, was lying In 
the harbor at Rangoon waiting to dis- 
charge cargo, a native boat in which 
w«re three people met with an accident 
while drawing near us, and the occu- 
pants were thrown into the water. I 
was at the moment on the ship's bow- 
sprit, and without taking a second 
thought I dropped into the water and 
seized an old man who had gone down 
for the second time and was almost 
clone for. A rope was thrown mo from 
the ship, and after a good deal of trou- 
ble the old chap was lifted over the 
rail and brought back to life. The two 
other men were 
swept 
away and 


drowned. But for the fact that the 
captain of the ship was my brother, 
the mate would probably have broken 
my head as I regained the deck. A 
maddnr man I never saw. 


"Why, you infernal, 
good-for-noth- 


ing idiot!" ho roared as he danced 
around me. "The idea of your jump- 
ing overboard among the sharks and 
crocodiles to save the life of a con- 
temptible heathen!" 


At that time, and I presume it is still 


the cnsc, the life of a common Siamese 
was of no more value tlmn that of a 
dog in tho eyes of white men. It was 
my first voyage to those waters, and I 
was also young nnd impulsive, 


"See here, young man!" continued 


the mate after he Imil exhausted his 
stock of curses, and us I walked to the 
port quarter and looked over into the 
muddy waters the head of it crocodile 
was plain to be seen. 


The native whom I had rescued was 


an old man, at least sixty. He had a 
venerable, dignified look, and was evi- 
dently a man of muoh intelligence. He 
could spenk English fairly well, and, 
as soon as he was able to talk, he took 
me by the hand and said: 


"The white people are born brave; I 


would not have done it, had I been a 
young man, for one of you. lean do 
nothing to reward you. I had wealth, 
but it wont to the bottom of the harbor 
when the bout was wrecked." 


I told him that no reward was ex- 


pected, or would have been received, if 
tendered, and that I would get the cap- 
tain's permission to pull him to the 
shore. Ho looked at me for a couple of 
minutes, still holding my hand, and 
finally asked if I had Indin ink and 
needles. When I brought them to him 
lie told me to bare my breast, and he 
slowly and carefully pricked into my 
flesh right over the breastbone, a signer 
token, of which the following is a copy: 


I- A-l 


The right uud left hand figures may 


be capital "i's" and the middle one an 
inverted capital "V," He was won- 
dronsly swift with his work, and was 
evidently nn adept. When he had com- 
pleted his task lie said: 


"I offer yon this as a reward. If you 


over need help in India show this 
sign." 11 wns four or five hours after 
the rescue that lie was pulled ashore, 
and no one aboard the ship knew of 
the sign he had left behind. While I 
felt certain in my own mind that I was 
connected with native Free Masonry, 
and was given to me in all earnestness, 
to have shown it to the crew would 
have been to make me a butt of ridi- 
cule. 
The ink was pricked in so 


deeply that the punctures were much 
longer in healing than those made in 
sailor work, and when the wounds 
were healed the sign stood out as bold 
and plain as if put on with black paint. 


In due time the ship was unloaded, 


received her cargo, and sailed for 
Boston, at which port she arrived 
safely. I had the misfortune to break 
my leg before wo had reached our slip, 
and consequently did not make the 
next voyage. Instead, I made a voyage 
to Liverpool and return, went back to 
Liverpool and was paid off, went to 
Singapore before the mast, and there 
joined an English Government survey- 
ing party, which was rceharting the 
northeast coast of Borneo and the 
islands adjacent, 
The schooner was 


called the Survey, and she can-led a 
crow of thirty-six men, and was armed 
with two nine-pounders on a side, and 
a long Tom on a swivel. In tho.se 
days the China sea wns the paradise of

pirates, and the great ruft of islands 
to the north of Borneo offered them 
erery security. 
These islands are 


strung along for n' distance of one 
thousand miles, separating the Pacilic 
ocean from the China sea, and from 
secure and unknown harbors on the 
west side of the islands every species 
of native crafts had a show to attack 
the commerce passing up or down the 
great waterway. 
The schooner was 


dfficereil from the navy, and naval 
discipline prevailed aboard. 
She was 


fitted out to light as well as to survey, 
and a better crew could not have been 
selected. With few exceptions all were 
young men, full of physical strength 
and dare-devil spirit, and the knowl- 
edge that the voyage was n dangerous 
one had madn them'the more eager 
to go. 


We had been out six weeks and had 


been making soundings and surveys 
along the west coast of Longisland to the 
north of Borneo, when we hai? our first 
trouble. 
We had been surveying a hay 


about six miles long by three in width, 
and deep enough to Boat a man-of-war. 
While we had failed to make out any 
inhabitants ou the shores, several 
small native crafts had visited us and 
engaged in tishiug in our neighbor- 
hood. 
While they seemed to be pov- 


erty-stricken fellows, with 
nothing 


more than a natural curiosity to know 
why we were taking so much trouble 
for nothing, our quartermaster, who 
had spent years on the coast, put them 
down for spies sent out by a near col- 
ony of pirates, and he advised every 
man to keep a weather eye open. We 
had been in the bay three days, an- 
chored in thirty feet of water, and 
within half a mile of the beach, when 
it came on o dead calm. 
Some of our 


men had seen natives in the tops of 
trees ashore, and there was no doubt 
they had climbed up with spyglasses 
to look down upon our decks and dis- 
cover our strength. We had one more 
day's work to accomplish, and, there- 
fore, instead of getting out the boats 
and towing the schooner out of the 
hay, we got spring on our cables, load- 
ed the guns with grape and cunnistcr, 
and made every thing ready for the 
night attack which the quartermaster 
scented from afar oil'. He was sure 
that by midnight we would be beset 
by a dozen native craft manned by 
desperate fellows intent on our cap- 
ture. 


A more unfavorable night for us 


could not have been made. 
Not :i 


breath of air was moving, and tho sun 
had no sooner gone down than a mist 
rose from the still waters of the bay, 
and nine o'clock we could not Bee tho 
length of the schooner. Although half 
a mile from the shore, wo heard all the 
sounds of a tropical night, and after 
ten no one was allowed to speak above 
a whisper. There was nothing serious 
about the situation to us young fellows. 
All we had to do was to open ou the 
pirates if attacked and drive them 
off. 


The officers took a different view of it, 
however. There were no more desper- 
ate men at that time than tho, pirates 
of Borneo and adjacent islands, nnd if 
they came down on us, they would come 
five to one. After eleven o'clock every 
body was on deck and at his station. 
We lay broadside to the entrance of the 
bay, with the schooner lazily riding to 
the ground swell, and swinging her 
head this way and that by turns. This 
was thought to be an unfavorable posi- 
tion, as, if attacked from the entrance, 
we could only bring the two port can- 
non to bear. It proved, however, to 
be our salvation. 


It was a little past midnight, and 


every man on deck was listening for 
ftignit of the enemy, when wo were sud- 
denly attacked ou all sides at once. 
We had scarcely got the alarm when a, 
full dozen native crafts of all sorts 
burst through the fog and were upon 
us. It was a clever piece of work. All 
had come into the bay .from the sea, 
our position had been exactly located, 
and the fleet had separated to take us 
on all sides and to attack us at the 
same moment. The best white naval 
officer could not have laid his plans 
more perfectly. A merchant vessel 
would have been in thediands of the 
pirates in five minutes, even if expect- 
ing them. Discipline saved us. Thero 
was no confusion. Every man knew 
his station, and sprang to it. We gave 
them a couple of broadsides inside 
of 
half 
a 
minute, 
and it was 


thefe which saved the schooner. The 
guns were depressed and tired at just 
the right moment, and the havoc 
created was simply awful. 
The recoil 


of the guns gave the schooner a sheer 
which upset two or three crafts, and 
the only attempts to board were at the 
bow and stern. I was on the bow 
with others, and we each had a musket 
and cutlass. I blew the whole top of a 
native's head off as he raised it above 
the rail in front of mo, and then used 
my cutlass. The fellows just swarmed 
up the chains, and they had ropes, with 
hooks attached, which they threw over 
the rails and came climbing up. In 
spite of the way we laid about us they 
kept gaining on us, and I had j ust split a 
fellow's head open when a hook thrown 
from below caught in my clothing, and 
I was jerked to the rail and over it in 
three snaps of your finger. I fell upon 
the heads of several natives and rolled 
off into the sea; but almost as soon as 
I struck the water a rough hand pulled 
me on to the raft or catamaran, and in 
thirty seconds my hands and feet were 
tied and a pirate took charge of me. 


Although dazed and confused by my 


sudden change of position, I knew all 
that was going on. I hadn't been on 
the raft two minutes when she was 
backed away from the schooner, and 
as she moved a dose of cannister from 
one of tbe guns killed five or six 
natives, who stood over and just be- 
hind me. Again, after we were con- 
cealed by the fog, another discharge
